CURIOSITIES OF THE EARTH. 


At the city of Modena, in Italy,, andl 


about four miles around it, wherever, it 
is dug, when the workmen arrive al ihe, 
distance of sixty-three feet, they come to- 
a bed of chalk, which they bore with an 
auger five feel deep. 
They then with- 


draw from the pit, before ihe auger vis- 
removed, and upon its extraction, ihe 
water bursts up through the aperture 
with great violence, and quickly fills this 
new made well, which continues full,- 
and is affected 
neither by rains nor' 


droughts. 
But that which is most re-' 


markuble in this operation, is the layers- 
of earth as we descend. 
At the depth- 


of fourteen feet are found ihe ruins of an 
ancient city, pavsd streets, houses, floors,- 
and different pieces of mosaic.

THE EXEMPTION LA.W. 


The following is the act recently passed by 


the Legislature, to exempt three hundred <iof- 
lars' worth of jversona! propeity fioin sale on 
execution or distress for rent.— 


Jin Act to exempt properly to the val- 


ue of //tree hundred dollars from levy 
and sale on execution, and distress for 
rent. 


SECTIOX 1. Be it enacted by the Sen- 


atR and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen- 
eral Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same— 
That in lieu of the property now exemptby 
law from levy and sale on execution issu- 
ed upon any judgment obtained uponcon- 
tract, and distress for rent, property to the 
value of three hundred dollars, exclusive 
of all wearing apparel of the defendant 
and his family, and all bibles and school 
books in use in the family, (which shall 
remain exempted as heretofore,) and no 
more, owned by or in possession of any 
debtor, shall be exempt from levy and 
sale on execution or by distress for rent. 


SECTION 2. That the sheriff, constable, 


or other officer charged with the execu- 
tion of any warrant issued by competent 
authority, for the levying upon and sel- 
ling the property, either real or personal, 
of" any debtor, shall, if requested by the 
debtor, summon three disinterested and 
competent persons who shall be sworn 
or affirmed, to appraise the property 
which the said debtor may elect to re- 
tain under the provisions of this act, for 
which service the appraisers shall be en- 
titled to receive fifty cents each, to be 
charged as part of the costs of the pro- 
ceedings; and property ihus chosen and 
appraised, to the value of three hundred 
dollars, shall be exempt from levy and 
sale on the said execution or warrant, ex- 
cepting warrants for the collection of 
taxes. 


SECTION 3, That in any case where 


the property levied upon as aforesaid 
shall consist of real estate of greater val- 
ue than three hundred dollars, and the 
defendant in such case shall elect to retain 
real estate amounting in value to the 
whole sum of three hundred dollars, or 
any less sum, the appraisers aforesaid 
shall determine whether, in their opin- 
ion, the said real estate can be divided 
without injury to or spoiling the whole, 
and if the said appraisers shall determine 
that the said real estate can be divided 
as aforesaid, then they shall proceed to 
set apart so much thereof as in their opin- 
ion shall be sufficient to answer the 
requirement of th« defendant in such 
case, designating the same by proper 
metes and bounds, all of which proceed- 
ings shall be certified in writing by the 
said appraisers, or a majority of them, 
under their proper hands and seals, to 
the sheriff, under sheriff or coroner, 
charged with the execution of the writ 
in such case, who shall make return of 
the same to the proper court from which 
the writ issued, in connection with the 
said writ: Provided, That this section 
shall not be construed to affect or im- 
pair the liens of bonds, mortgages, or 
other contracts, for the purchase money 
of the real estate of insolvent debtors. 


SECTION 4. That upon return made 


of the writ aforesaid, with the proceed- 
ings thereon, the plaintiff in the case shall 
be entitled to have his writ of vend'uioni 
exponas as in other cases, to sell the res- 
idue of the real estate included in the 
levy aforesaid, if the appraisers aforesaid 
shall have determined upon a division of 
the said real estate, but if the said ap- 
praisers shall determine against a divis- 
ion of said real estate, the plaintiff may 
have a writ of venditioni exponas to sell 
the whole of the real estate included in 
such levy, and it shall and may be law- 
ful in the latter case for the defendant 
in the execution to receive from the sher- 
irTor other officer, of the proceeds of said 
sale so much as he would have received 
at the appraised value had the said real 
estate been divided. 


SECTION 5. That the twenty-sixth sec- 


tion of the act, entitled "An Act relating 
to executions," passed sixteenth June, 
1836, 
and the seventh and eighth sec- 


tions of an act entitled "An 
Act in re- 


gard to certain entries in ledgers in the 
city of Pitlsburg, and relating to the pub- 
lishing of sheriff's sales, and for other 
purposes," passed 22d April, 1840, and 
all other acts inconsistent with this act, 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 6. That the provisions of this 


act shall not take effect until the 4th day 
of July next, and shall apply only to 
debts contracted on and after that dale.
